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BEARDSTOWN, ILLINOIS. 
‘This old town, situated in Cass county, on the 
river, bas recently taken one of those as- 
ug starts upwards, which amaze the world 
occasionally. And what renders this rise,a sub- 
ject worthy of notice, is the fact, that it was not 
occasioned by speculation—that pbrenzied mania 
which put the world crazy in 1836-7; but by na- 
tural causes, which, as they can do nobody any 
harm, we will relate them. 

In December 1844, Messrs. Tixsury & Co. of 
Springfield, opened a store in the place; and in 
April last commenced building an extensive mill 
and distillery, which has for some timo past been 
finished and in operation. This enterprising firm 
also commenced the export business, of the staples 
of the country; giving cash as well as goods toall 
comers bringing hogs, corn, wheat, &c, Welearn, 
elso, that Mr. Brixiwcs bas, by his industry, libe- 
rality, and extensive operations in trade, contribu 
tedvery much to the business of the place. 

The result has been, that all tho trade for miles 
and miles roumd Beantstoren, began ¢o centre at 
that place; and nowy, a traveller can hardly find a 
bed and shelter, where, three years ngo, he ould 
bostared at, for a dep, ssa sort of town wonder, 
by the few half-starved inmates of the place. 

What an evidence is this of the benedts which 
capital, combined with industry, liberality, and en~ 
terprise, ean confer, even on large communities; 
and we ask, whether indesiry and business like 
this, isnot entitled as much to the protecting hand 
of Government, as the manufacturers of the east, 
who are so heavily and exclusively protected by 
the Whig tariff of 18422 

But we had roidea, of making a political argu- 
ment, when we commenced this artitle, and shall 
notdo%o. Our attention ras called to the subject, 
jo consequence of passing through Beardstown 
last week, on a trip to St. Louis; where we had 
the pleasure of examining the extensive new milland 
distillery of Mr. Tinsley, tis the most complete 
establishment of the kind we everbeheld. All the 
cmprovments, now found in eastern works of this 
kind, have been carefully transferred to this, We 
understood from Mr. T. that upwards of seventy! 
five barrels of flour, and twenty-five of whiskey 
are made every day. There ig also  eavv-mill at- 
tached to the works, which cuts upwards of 6000 
fect daily. Among the business houses of the 
place besides those we have named, are Jolin B. 
Taylor, successor of the old firm ef Bassett & Toy- 
Jor; Nolte & McClure, Hoffman &'Co., Howthorn 
& Co; T. A. Ssunders& Cos Kubl; and some 
others. 

A person who saw Beardstown tivo years ago, 
and wouldenter it now, would hardly believe it 
Was the same town, Every house is full; and no 
loafers to be seen lounging about. Every body is 
busy; and many of them, no doubt, making money. 


Stato has afforded oftheir confidence in your in- 
tegrity and ability, since your removal from this 
county, have given additional pleasure to those 
friends: And although circumstances ofa public 
nolure may prevent your mingling among us a3 of- 
tenas we could wish, we assure you sir, that we 
# nceroly desireyyour successand prosperity 

In conclusion permit us to say that it will afford 
touch pleasuro to your friends in this place if you 
can make it convenient to meet them and thereby 
wiford them an opportunity of interchanging those 
friendly fellings which would appear rather formal 
When expressed on paper.

PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS. 
Feb. oth. 
THE QESTION TAKEN! 

The agony is over, and the debate on the ques- 
tion of notice, which has been conducted with 
great, if not unrivalled ability, (inthe opinion of 
‘Mr. Adams himself,) before the committee of the 
Whole House since the 5th January last bas now 
terminated, after more than 70 speeches were de- 
livered. The question has at last been taken, after 
a session of seven anda half hours, from 10a. m., 
to balf afler5 p,m. The seene was animated and 
interesting beyond description. It is the first 
spectacle of this sort we over witnessed. The 
galleries were crowded beyond anything we bsve 
ever seen in Washington, We were advised by 
familiar observers to prepare fora storm. Itcame 
indeed; but the very warning we had received was 
calculated to abate oursense ofthe confusion ad 
excitement it exhibited, One circumstance we 
were extremely gratified to discover, There was 
no violence of fecling, no rancour of expression. 
There was interest without passion—the anxiety of 
suspense, without any violation of the harmony 
ofthe House, We sball not, in this place, enter 
into any specification of the motions mude, or of| 
the votes taken, We refer for all these copious 
details to the busy pons of our laborious and faith- 
ful reporters. 

We hope we may congratulate the country upon 
the consumation. It is sufficient for us to state the 
general result. A resolution was (nally proposed 
by Mr. Boyd, made up in part of the elements of| 
some other resolutions. It was first adopted in 
committee as a substitute for others, and then re- 
ported tothe House. It finally prevailed by avote 
of 163 to 54—one hundred and nine maj.—in the 
following form: 

JOINT RESOLUTION of notice to Great Britain 
toannul and abrogate”” the cepvention between 
Great Britain and the United States of the sixth 
of August eighteen hundred and twenty-seven, 
relative to the country ‘‘on the northwest cost of | 
America westward of the Stony Mountains,” 
commonly called Oregon, 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That the President of the United States 
causes notice to be given to the government of G. 

Britain that the convention between the United 
States of America and Great Britain, concerning 
the territory on the northwest coast of America 
west of the Stony or Rocky mountains, of the 6th 
doy of August eighteen hunilred and twenty-seven, 
signed at London, sball be annulled and abrogated 
twelve months alter giving said notice. 

Resolved, That nothing herein contained is ine 
tended to interfere with the rightand discretion of 
the proper authorities of the two contracting part- 
ies of renew or pursue negotiations for an amicable 
settlement of the controversy respecting the Oregon 
terntory. 

We shall not analyze all the yeas und nays. 
There was astrange blending ofthe parties on both 
sides of the question. We regret to differ with 
the republicans who voted in the minority of fif- 
ty-four. Some of these gentlemen are personally, 
as they are politically, our ancient friends. It is 
our misfortune to differ decidedly with them; but

This whole matter is now disposed of in the 
House. Every parlimentary form has been com 
plied with. The resolution bas passed their ju- 
Jurisdiction and control. ¢nd it now appears in the

It was the fullest house which has been for some 
lima gathered together, asevery representative vo- 
ted upon the oceasion except Messrs. King of 
Georgia, Wood of New York, and Mr Carroll of 
New York, (who has not been in the House since 
the cowmencement of the session.) The Speaker 
did not vote, and we believe there are three va- 
cancies, 

The House adjourned after this agitating specta- 
ele, in good humor and in goo order, We con 
gratulate our country upon the result, Tho char- 
acter of the resolution ix decided, as well as con- 
ciliatory. The very strength of the heavy major- 
ity with which it was carried (three to one) will 
aid tothe moral force which it is destined to exert 
upon the two countries.

contended, at length, that the only course whieh 
duly and wisdom dictated, was a prompt compli- 
ance with the recommendations of the President, 
and the presentation to Great Britain ofa bold, 
united, and determined'front. A full report ofthe 
whole of Mr. Allea’s remarks will speedily ap- 
Rear in our columos, its publication having been 
jelayed in order that it might be presented to our 
readers entive 

The galleries were crowded almost to suffocation 
and as Mr. Allen resumed his seat the very unu 
ual circumstance of a round of applause in the gal- 
leries oceured. This breach of good order, and of 
the decorum which should always be ooserved by 
the auditory in the Senate camber, was properly 
rbuked bythe President. It discovered, howev- 
er, the intensity of the public feeling on the great 
question of the time, Po-raorrov, the debate will 
be resumed, with Mr. Clayton of Delaware, prob- 
ably, first on the floor. 

In the House, but little was done beyond getting 
rid ofa knotty point of order in committee, There 
aie, however, a few ilems in the day’s proceed 
ings which will be found of some general inter- 
est.

The debate in the Senate on the great quest 
of ‘the notice” was continued to-day. 

Mr. J. M. Clayton spoke for an hour and a half 
in support ofthe amendment offered by Me. Crit- 
tenden. After reprobating the idea that this was 
a party question, Me Clayton procecded, inthe 
mostempbatic manner, to express his opinion in 
favor of giving the notice. He was in favor of it, 
because it was indispensably necessery as the firsl 
step in the way of securing an honorable peaco 
between two countries. But he insisted that with 
the President, and with him alone, should rest 
the responsibility ofgiving thisnotice. The chief 
magistrate, from bis position, was best qualified to 
judge of the whole matter, and to bim should be 
committed the discretionary power, Mr. Clayton 
ridiculed the idea of a war being likely to result 
from giving the notice. Neither the President nor 
the heads of the War and Navy Departments, nor 
any member of Congress, speaking ex cathedra, 
had given any intimation of the danger of a wary 
and, in itself, the measure, so far (roan having & 
tendency to produce a rupture in the peaceful rela- 
tions of the two countries, was the only means of 
preventing that collision between the two classes 
of settlers in Oregon which must be expected if 
the joint oceupaney were perivitted to continue, 
and which would necessarily lead lo a war. ‘The 
notice, then, was a pacific measure, and as such he 
Was prepared to vote for it In his concluding re~ 
marks, Mr, Clayton observed that the people of| 
the United States had manifested no want of confi 
dence in the Executive with regard to the course 
of policy pursued on this most important question, 
On this question there was bat one party—the na— 
tional party; and though differences of opinion 
prevailed relative to the precise mode of executing 
the will of the nation, yet there was but one opin 
ion as tothe great principle at issue. He depreca~ 
ted war. Itwasaterriblecalamity. England was 
no common foe. The United States were not 
prepared for war. Buthe did aot apprehend any 
war if the notice were given. 

The speech of Mr. Clayton, of which we givea 
full report, was listened to with great attention. 
The galleries were crowded, and so many of the 
meinbers of the House were attracted to the Senate 
chamber, that there was scarcely « quorum leit, 
In the Howse, afterthe committees had been eall- 
ed for reports, the House passed at once into Com- 
mittecof the Whole on state of the Union, aug re- 
sumed the consideration of the pension bill. Much 
difficulty was experienced for the want of a quo- 
rum. Hutthe bill having undergone some amend- 
ment, Was finally reportedto the House.
